loss and detriment to the'r trado caused by 
the inferior qualities of the Teas supplied 

y the Teamen, notwithstanding ‘their con- 
tracts tosleliver Teas according to muster. 
The practice appears to be that ‘the’ Tea-’, 
brokers take round samples of Teas, and 
the merchonts after inspecting and tasting 
their qnalities and arrangitig: for -the . price 
to be paid for the chop, with the weight. in © 
pict ls a id the time of delivery, engage ton- 
hage by vessels proceeding to England ; 
and when the Teas agreca for arrive in 
Canton, they are found on inspection to be 
uot only far inferior in quality. to the sam- 
ple supplied, but Jargely mixed with what 
are called “‘ lie-teas,’.or leaves of plaints of 
all kinds prepared to imitate the genuine | 
tea... -This Las now become the regmlat 
practice, and it is necessaiy. that some mea 
sures should be taken to put an’ end-to the 
frauds which are thus perpotrated. He - 
therefore urges that measures be dovised 
with this ond in ‘view, ete; ete. The U,8, 
Consul, Mr King, has also made 4 similar 
represeutation. Un receipt of the foreguing 
the Viceroy ordains that a notification ba 
issued, to.the Tea dealers with injunctions te 
be laid upon them for their obedience.” . 

The Magistrates being in receipt of. the 
above instructions, have to issue a notifica 


do-therefore: accordingly proclaim for. the 
instruction of all members of the Tea 
Trade, that it is un obvious duty to make » 
honesty aud good faith the. guiding prinei- 
ples of commerce ‘with foreign merchants, 
and that to cherish fraudulent designs can ip 
po wise hé permitted. . They. should, more-. 
Over, bear in mind-that t!.6 bulk of the Tea 
export laa-been confined of late years to 
the ports of Fukien, whitst.the lucal tréde 
in Canton -tens. itself has at the.same time 
languished in an unusual degree. If fraudu- 
lent -practices in the way of falae packing 
be further persiated in, not only will those
